The FCC has issued a public notice stating that although they ap- 
prove various forms of radar/radiolocation transmitting equipment, 
they do not address the performance nor the accuracy of such equip- 
ment. "Type Acceptance" is the process by which the Commission de- 
termines whether certain transmitting equipment meets the applicable 
technical standards contained in the radio service rules. Generally 
these standards apply to the quality of the radio frequency signal, 
including power output, occupied bandwidth, modulation parameters, 
frequency stability and spurious emission. (de W5YI Report) 


The so-called "codeless" amateur radio license still has not been 
forgotten, even though proposed nearly 8 years ago.
